G.S.R. 82 (E). — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (i) of section 21, read with section 7 of the 
Coinage Act, 1906 (3 of 1906) and in supersession of GSR 15 (E), published in the Gazette of India : Extraordinary [Fart II- 
Section 3 (i), on 17th January, 1997], the Central Government hereby makes the following rules, namely :— 

1 . Short title and commencement:— 

(1) These rules may be called the Coinage (Standard Weight and Remedy of Commemorative Coins) of the Hundred 
Rupees (containing Silver 50%, Copper 40%, Nickel 5% and Zinc 5%), Fifty Rupees, Ten Rupees and Two Rupees, (containing 
Copper 75% and Nickel 25%) coined in the memory of "SUBHAS CHANDRA BOSE" Rules 1997.
